The Chief of Police ia in recoipt of a let- 
tor aignod by Mrs. Amelia Tolney, of San 
Franciaco, the contents of whioh greatly 
intoreat somo of tho oiti/.ans of Westmin- 
ster Tho writor states that sho is the 
lawful wife of Frod. Schwarz, lato of tho 
Central hotol, and that tho woman who 
was with him hero is not his wife. She 
further ohargoa Schwar/, with other offences 
and wanta him arrested. There ia no 
charge against him hero and no attempt 
will be made to hunt him up.

THROUGH YANKEE EYES. 

One of sir Richard Oartwrlgul's Favorite 
Statements Criticized. 

(Now York Proas. 1 

Sir Richard Cartwright, of Canada, haa 
been studying William M. Springor's and 
Grovor Cleveland's speeches, and evidently 
thinks the reform game can bo made to win 
there an it did horo. Ho thoreforo tollo tho 
CanadiauB in his speech at North Perth that 
under the protective policy which Caned* 
haa pursued for sixteon yearn, tho Cana- 
dians have been taxed $1)0,000,000 a yoar 
and more, " nut counting iho Bums which 
aro partly paid into tho public treasury and 
partly into tho pockets of privato manufac- 
turers." Hero is $1,000,000,000 paid in six- 
teen yoars, according to Cartwright, not 
counting the sum " paid partly into tho 
public treasury and partly into tho pockota 
of private manufacturers. " This ia $1,000 
a yoar for Bixtoon yoara or about $1)0 a _yoar 
for every Canadian family. 

Aa there is no hint by Sir Richard that 
even a penny of this vast taxation goos out 
of tho country, it follows that there must bo 
an income to somo portion of tho pooplo of 
Canada from protective tariffs equal to $00 
a yoar for tho whole population of tho coun- 
try. Who gets this increased income'.' As 
tho productive clasaea and protected indue- 
trios embrace nearly everything the Cana- 
dians aro doing it would seem probablo that 
as many rocoivo thoBo supposed taxes as paid 
them. If so, who iu hurt ? Thoro are no 
Carnegioa in Canada, no muttl millionaires. 
Tho woollon, cotton, Iron, atdbl, wooden- 
ware, furnituro and clothing factories em- 
ploy small capitals and their wagou bill 
leavea only a small margin for dividend and 
hire of superintendence. 

Moroover, Sir Richard Cartwright may 
not know that froo trado orators in tho 
United Statea oomo back from thoir summer 
toura in Canada under the impression that 
thoy have been basking in a land of puro 
dolight whero tariffs novor roign. There 
ia not a free trado stump in tho Untted 
States from which tho orator has not ex- 
hibited hia woollen suit bought ia Canada 
to prove how choaply clothing can ho pro- 
duced in that oountry. Tho intorval of 
sixteen yoara ainoo Canada adopted protec- 
tion haa not auiliced to bring that fact to tho 
notice of tho average American advocate of 
froo trado. 

If prices of Canadian manufactured pro- 



ducts are so low that Amerioan froe traders 
will make their summer tour through Can- 
ada in order to buy them, what booomes of 
Sir Rlohard's estimate thab they aro made 
so high by proteotlon that their increase In 
price amounts to a tar of $60 a year to 
every Canadian family ! 

Why not oall for an international confer- 
ence between Canadi»n tariff reformers and 
United StateB tariff ohriekers, so aa to pre- 
vent tho two atandards ? If our American 
buyors of Canadian-made auita are to bo let 
loose, Cartwright must bo chained up, If 
Cartwright is to go at large, free trade 
orators from the United Sta-.os must sus- 
pend.

Authorizing tho Expondituro of a aum of 
SI 0,000, Borrowod under the 
Authority of tho "Crematory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lighting Pur- 
poses. 

WHEREAS undor and by vlrtuo of B^etion 11 
of Tho Municipal Act Amendment Act, 1S0I, 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria ia om- 
powered, when it shall havo a sum of money 
on hand whioh haa boon borrowed for a special 
purpose by tho authority of a loan by-law, and 
when tho Council dooma It undesirable to ox- 
pond for such purpoBo the money borrowed, to 
placo beforo tho ratepayers a by law piovidtng 
for tho oxpondirg of audi sum of money lor 
some othor purpoeo ; 

And whereas tho Bald Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria haa a sum of ten thousand 
dollars on hand which has been borrowed for 
tho purpoEO of establishing a cromatory by tho 
authority of a loan by-law known as tho 
" Cromatory By-Law," No. 127 ; 

And WHKRKAS the Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria docniB it undesir- 
able to expend tho Btid sum of 510,000 for tho 
ptirposo of establishing a cromatory as afore- 
said, but dooms It oxpodiont that tho said sum 
of SIO.OOO should bo expended for and lowardB 
tho cost of, constructing works for supplying 
tho Inhabitants of tho Municipality of tho City 
of Victo.- .i with Electric Light ; 

Therefore tho Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enaots us 
follows : 

1. It shall be lawful for tho Council 
of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria to expend in nnd towards tho coat 
of constructing workH for supplying 
tho Inhabitants of tho Municipality of the City 
of Victoria with Electric L'ght tho sum of 
810,000 which tho said Corporation now has on 
hand, and which has boen borrowod undor and 
by the authority of "Tho Crematory By-Law," 
No/ 127. for the purpose of establishing a 
crematory, the said Council dooming uudesir 
ablo that thn said sum of 810,000 should be ox- 
pendod for the purpeso of a cromatory. 

2. Thia By-law shall, beforo tho Ann! paesago 
thereof, receive tho aesont of tho doctors of 
tho said Corporation In tho manner provided 
by tho Municipal Act, 1892, and amendments 
thoroto, and shall take olloct on tho 28th day 
of March. 1895. 

3. This By-law may bo cited aa the "Electric 
Lighting By-law, 1895," 

Passed the Municipal Council tho 27th day 
of February, 1895. 

Received tho nasent of the eloctors Uio 19th 
day of March, 1895. 

Reconsidered, adopted and finally paaBed 
the Council this 21at day of March, 1895.

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ALASKA MAKES EXCITEMENT 



The Seattle Chamber of Commerce 
Fearful of Probable Boundary 
Commission Results- 



A Loufr Report Setting Up a Claim 
to au Immense Strip ot the 
Territory. 



At the regular monthly mooting of the 
Seattle Chamber of Commaroe en Monday 
evening tho Alaska boundary proposition waa 
almost the sole toplo of discussion. The 
Bpoakers of the evening included General J. 
B. Metcalfe, who, as chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed a month ago to gather 
data regarding the attitude of Canada on 
this matter, read a lengthy reporb whioh, 
after reciting the impoBBlble description of 
the boundary in the treaty of 1825 between 
Russia and Groat Britain gooa on to say : — 

('J) Contrary to the original supposition, 
we ascertain no defined mountain rango 
parullels this coast, bub bhab there exIstB, 



ing tho attention of the American public 
until such time as their plans may have been 
fulfilled beyond poasiblo protest. Our lots 
would suiuly be their incalculable guit, 
an'! tho people of Seattle would bo tho firm 
to feol it. 

Thoreforo, your committee would now 
unanimoualy und warmly recommend and 
urgo your honorable body to organize a per- 
manent committee on Alaska, whose duty it 
shall be to disseminate Buuh information as 
will awaken tho people of tho United States 
to a full sonso of tho importanoo to them of 
maintaining the absolute integrity of these 
possessions as they now stand. 

The report oi the committee was uccopted 
and the aeoretary was instructed to mail 
copies of it to tho commercial bodios of the 
ssvoral cities of tho Pacific Coast and en- 
deavor to get them to take similar aotion in 
the matter. 



SIMILKAMEEN PLATINUM MINES. 

This Valuable Metal Found in Kare Abund- 
ance and Superior Quality. 



(From tho Midway Advance) 
Tho gauge of a country's mineral wealth 
is generally measured by her production of 
tho two prooioua motala— gold and silver. 
Not alono in tho output of theso two must 
instead, merely a vast jutnblo of peaks and | i; r itieh Columbia bo considered, as othora 

equally valuable, although nob bo extensive, 
are to bo found within hor torritory. Among 
theso othor metals platinum holda perhaps 



epurs. 

(I!) That, consequently, the lino of do- 
markation, aa Bet forth above, was, in the 
absonce of this parallel range, interpreted 
to mean that particular lino apocified in tho 
treaty of 1825 aaboiug drawn from the f>6th 
degree of north latitude to the poinb of in- 
tersection of the 141st degree of wost longi- 
tude " parallol to the windings of the 
coast," whioh, in othor words, may mean 
" parallel to tide wator as nearly us may- 
be." 

(4) That this line, so drawn, has been 
recognly. 'd by the civilized world, from 1825 
to about 1884, and that it appears to havo 
boon bo recognized by the Canadian govern- 
ment, on the official maps o[ that govern- 
ment, aa late aa the dato last mentioned. 

(5) That this lioo was recogni/.od at the 
time Alaska was purchased from Russia by 
the UDicod States, in 1 SC7, and that tho 
above given definition, aa determined by tho 
treaty of 1825, waB incorporated, verbatim, 
In the contraot for said purchase. 

((>) That United States troops were sta- 
tioned at Fort Tongaas, at tho mouth of 
" Portland canal," soon after tho purchaso 
of Alaeka in ].Su7 to about 1887, and cub- 
bonis cliioers woro maintained ut said point 
aa late as 1889, meeting with no proteot 
whatsoever from the Canadian government, 
or any other poworB of tho world. 

(7) That both the Portland channel and 
the lljhm canal wero well known, and woro 
noted and recognlzsd on tho marino charts 
of this oouBf ab tho time of tho treaty of 
1825, and havo been since said dates. 

(8) That some time after, missionary Dun- 
can, to avoid tho interference, if not the 
persecutions of his religious suporiors, to- 
gether with controversy over the titles to 
land which had been Bottled upon at old 
Motlakatla, whore hia mission was located, 
withdre.v from his station at Port Simpson, 
B C, where ho had gathered a largo native 
following, and located upon Annotto island, 
lying at tho mouth of Behm canal, immedi- 
ately eaat of Priucs c f Wales island. 

(!)) That subsequently tho use of this 
island at tho discretion of the Intorior de- 
partment of tho United StateB waa granted 
to the Rev. Mr. Duncan, exoluBively, by a 
formal aob of bho United States congress. 

(10) That shortly before tho time the 
Canadian govornmont appoars to havo 
awakened irom its sleep of sixty years, 
orouaed no doubt by the fact that a largo 
number of nativoa woro transferred from 
Canadian soil by Mr. Duncan's withdrawal, 
and reoognlzing more fully the advantagea 
to be gained from a possession of tho best 
harbors of that co&Bt, altered tho inter- 
national boundary on their maps so as to in- 
cludo these harbors and to again includo 
Mr. Duncan's colony ; that to bo do they 
indtcatod that line aB proceeding directly 
north from Cape Chacon, through the west 
arm of Behm canal, and eastward to an in- 
tersection with tho 5Gth degree of north 
latitude, and the Canadian, press ia now 
asserting that the government has "reason 
to believe " thab tho wordB " Portland caual " 
wero nob in tho original treaty of 1825, " or if 
so," that Behm canal waa bhe inleb intended, 
and, furthermore, denying tho right of bhe 
United States to proceed eastward from 
Cape Chacon to tho mouth of the Portland 
channel, undor tho torma of saiu treaty of 
1825. while ignoring, ut the same time, tho 
fact that their own lino proceeds iu that 
direction to a m arly equal distance before in- 
tersecting tho Btated 56th dogreo of north 
latitude. 

(11) That from this latter point of inter- 
section the Canadian govornmont, fully 
alive to tho lack of facilities for reaching 
and controlling tho vast reaourcoB and tho 
growing trade of tho interior without the 
possession of these harbors, appeara to have 
drawn an arbitrary lino to tho west of thoao 
waters, following the text of tho said treaty 
of 1825 in no well-unduratood particular, 
but cutting ofT the hoado of all the largest 
and beat, inlets iu a manner calculated to 
give to Britihh Columbia tho most valuable, 
and, in fact, tho only distributing points 
from which tho interior can ut present bo 
reached from this coast, and thereby well 
calculated to greatly injuro American com- 
morco with AluBka. 

(12) That tho American territory they 
would thus add to British Columbia is rep- 
resented by a strip about 600 miles in 
length and varying with tho windings of 
tho couat in breadth, including many valu- 
able islands. 

(13) That under article 1 of the conven- 
tion of July 22, 1892, between Great liritain 
and the United States a commission waa or- 
ganized for tho express purposo of " provid- 
ing for tho delimitation of tho existing 
boundary between tho United States and 
Her Majesty's posseseiins in North America, 
in respect to such portions of said bouediry 
lino as may not in fact have been perman- 
ently marked in virtue of treaties heretofore 
concluded," and that tho said commission, 
by tho terms of a supplemental convention 
of March 2S, 1894, is to make its final report 
to tha iiigh contracting parties before De- 
cember 31, 1895. 

(14) That both governments havo had 
lurgo engineering parties in tho field for tho 
purpose of obtaining data upon which to 
base " future negotiations with a view bo 
determining an ascortainablo boundary," 
and that it waa ascertained that the Cana- 
dian engineers have, apparently, devoted 
great energy to a mothod of photographing 
the jumbled mountains in such u manner uh 
to give them continuity, in tho onde r to 
provo tho cxiatenco of a definite ohau ral- 
lying tho coast ulong tho lineB they wish 
established, thua defeating tho " ten marine 
league " limit thut has boon recognized for 
Bevunty years aa the legal boundary. 

No ono who is at all convorsunt with 
the wonderful resources of " our big ico 
box," aB AluBka has boon alightingly tormed, 
can deny that It in to day ono of tho most 
profitable investments evor mudo by our 
government. 

Tho press of British Columbia to day, 
while strongly advocating tho selzuro of 
thoBo pointa of vantago, aeem to sook lodes 



first placo, and British Columbia for her pro 
duotiou of tho uamo hae only one superior 
rival, viz., Russia, whore it ia derivod from 
tho placers on the eaat slope of the Ural 
mountains. 

Prior to tho discovory of tho motal in this 
province Russia had no formidable compe- 
titor, and therefore ruled, or rather dictated 
tho price to bo paid for the tamo in the 
world's market. But of ao great economic 
importance waa its discovery here that it 
had tho elleot of not only disturbing the 
baae of supply, but uho of reducing the 
metal's intrinsic value. In tho past two or 
threo years there huB, however, been an up- 
ward tendoncy in tho rango of value, owing 
to various reaeonB, tho ii'.d "i which may be 
considered tho demand lor the motal, which 
constantly exceeds tho meagre supply, and 
also tho fact that although it IB known to 
exist in great abundance on the Simllka- 
moen, yet tho companiea owning the placor 
grounds have not in the past been working 
tho same to any groat extout, and, in fact, 
aro only now about to assume activo opera- 
tions. With this end in viow tho Tulameon 
Improvement and Hydraulic Company, on 
March 12 last inoroasod bho umount of their 
capital stock to 500.000 shares. 

Thia company haa oxpondod a largo sum of 
money on their proporty, but owing to the 
fact that it is a close corporation, none of tho 
stock haa over beon plaued upon tho markot. 
Among those composing the company may 
be found the names of many prominent 
British Columbians and Eastern men, nota- 
bly H. Abbott of tho C-P-R., A. Hoamer, 
J. Laidlaw estate, J. Wilson, A. Krt'on, R 
Mahon, H. Douglas, J. Armstrong, Cs.pt in 
R. G. Tatlow, D, Lockerby and otht;s. 
Benjamin Douglas, of Now Westminster, :2 
president of tho company. Active opera- 
tions will be carried on thia aurnmor, and 
work will bo prosecuted under a vigorous 
management. Tho water which will be 
utilized will be taken out of Es.glo creek, 
for tho conveyance of which to tho placer 
grounda a large and long tiumo and ditch will 
bo necessary. 

Many Interesting facts are rolated re the 
discovory of platinum on tho Similkumeon, 
some of which would show that at firat tho 
minora who were working tho placorB thoro 
considered it to bo nothing more than white 
iron, and of no valuo. In fact, it was by 
them looked upon aa a nuisance, interfering, 
as it did, with tho operation of washing for 
gold, aa by ita apecific gravity it accumulat- 
ed in the aluioo boxea, and being In cloae 
juxtaposition with tho gold, in tho ratio 
of about 2 to 1 — 2 oz. of platinum 
1 of gold — ib will readily be 
understood whab a trouble it was 
to separate tho two, and especially wero tho 
minora aggrieved, who aftor separating tho 
peaky Btuff, aB they called it, tho Barno had 
to be thrown away, and thrown away It was, 
until such time aa its true value bocamo 
known. Ono of the peculiarities of this 
motal ia, that it la never found In paying 
quantities except in placor ground. No 
lodges containing it evor having bean dis- 
covered, other than tho small quantity 
found and not worth extracting in the 
niokol ores at Sudbury. Prof. Dawaon in 
giving his opinion aa to its origin on the 
Simllkameen, considers the Diarito belt 
which croBBoa the river just below the 
mouth of Iviglo ('reek, and has been cut 
through by it, to ba tho matrix of the plati- 
num ; and tho appearance of tho motal 
would tend to prove thia theory, as it ia 
always of a very rough nature, showing 
that disintegration hua taken placo close at 
hand. 

Assays show it to contain 85 por cont. 
pure platinum and 5 per cent, iridium 
Uthor geologists, such as Van Cotta and 
Prof. W. 1' lilake contend that tho mother 
rock of platinum ia sorpentino. Tho moot 
promising location, therefore, in which to 
search for thia metal would be where the 
alluvial deposita havo been formed from the 
debris of the aorpentinous rockd ; and aa 
the formation is not altoguther unknown in 
many parts of llritlsh Columbia, it. ia quito 
possible that thia metal may some day be 
found in paying quantities in uther parts of 
tho provinco.

SELF CONDEMNED. 

Tho answers which tho Times gives to 
our questions shows In tho clearest manner 
that its denunciation of the Colonist for 
the stand that it haB taken on tho water- 
works quostion waB either idiotic or insin- 
cere. In reply to our question : How can 
the Ejquimalt Waterworks Company bo 
benefited by plaoing tho city's waterworks, 
on what tho best authorities who have been 
consulteddeclaroiatheproperfootlng: ifceays : 
" If the Elk Liko improvements aro carried 
out the members of tho company will be 
benefitted to tho samo extent as 
other citizens and no further." Pre- 
cisely. The mombors of that Com- 
pany aro, wo believe, citizens of 
Victoria and if the waterworks are placed 
under good managomeat and improved they 
will receive tho same benefit as other citi- 
zens. This being tho case, why have tho 
Times an! somo of tho aldermen persisted 
in violently opposing tho proposal that an 
investigation bo mado by a competent man 
for tho purpose of finding out tho extent of 
the sources of tho city's water supply in or 
dor that money will not bo invested in fool 
ish experiments and in improvements that 
will not improve? Why, too, as soon as such 
a proposal has beon mado, has a clique in the 
Council, assisted by interested parties out- 
side the Cuunoil, set up an outcry about tho 
Ksquimalt Waterworks Company '.' 

What makes this howl appear tho moro 
ceaseless and tho more surprising is that 
the Times admits in answer to our second 
question that such an investigation as we 
havo been advooating, and as Measrs. Keat- 
ing and Haskina Btrongly advise, cannot ad- 
vance the interests of tho Kequimalt Water- 
works Company. What, then, is tho out- 
cry about': What are the grounds of the 
opposition to tho "investigation"; 

Our contemporary, with a good deal of 
circumlocution, says that it did not charac- 
terize Messrs. Keating and Haskins' ad vico aa 
"knavish." This is not truo. In our arti- 
cles on the Bubjaot of tho report wo took 
that advice as our toxt. Wo did not add to 
it or take from it. Wo tried to show that 
tho Council ought to bo guided by tho ad- 
vice ci tho engineers. \ ot tho Timoa stig- 
ma tiz id that advice aa " knavish." 

Then seeing tho ridiculous position in 
which it has placed itself by opposing tho 
advice of professional men on a subject that 
could not be intelligently considered with- 
out professional knowledge, tho Times trios 
to distract attention from its presumptuous 
stupidity by abuointf the Colonist. It aays 
that we attempt " to confuse tho popular 
mind." We have dono nothing of tho kind 
Tho position that we havo taken on this water- 
works improvement question from tho very 
first was so plain and simple that it could 
not bo misunderstood. We wanted tho City 
Council to proceed in this business of im- 
proving the waterworks aa any man of 
common aenso proceeds when ho haB any- 
thing to do which requires fonts porfurmanoe 
Bkilled labor or special knowlodge, namely, 
to employ tho best man ho can find and bo 
guided by hia advice. Wo warned them 
ugainBt cobbling at It and muddling ovor it 
themselvoB. Was not this good advico'.' 
Was it not advice that wo ought to havo 
given if thero waa no such Company in 
existence an tho Ksqulmult Company ? Tho 
man who scorned " exports," and who under- 
took to BpemI tho people's monoy without 
tho host professional udvioo, wore tho mon 
who triod "to oonfuso the popular mind." 
And, worso luck, they succoedod. Thoso 
who, liko tho Times, in opposition to good 
advico tondored by mon woll able to givo it, 
encourage tho Council to purouo tho samo 
wasteful and senseless course, aro trying " to 
confuse tho popular mind." What their ob- 
ject is is best known to themselves, liut 
tho courso they tako is not tho course which 
honest mon who havo the interest of this 
city at heart would pursue— that is if thoy 
aro ondowed with an ordinary sharo of com- 
mon sense 

Tho great objection to tho omploymont 
of a first-class man waa tho oxponao. Wo 



havo no hesitation in paying that when the 
money was voted for tho waterworka im 
provementa it would havo paid tho city to 
havo omployed tho beat man that could bo 
obtained at a very high salary indeed. We 
are told that §37,000 of tho §150,000 haB 
boon spont. What baa the city to show for 
the money ? It aeema to us that tho balance 
is vory likoly to bo muddled away by tho 
pottering of the Counoillora, aided and abet 
ted their champion, the Times. 

RIGHTLY NAMED. 

This is how the Now York Commercial 
Advertiser discoursoB on Single Tax : 

A " tax on laud values " would ha essen- 
tially and oonfeBaedly confiscation in almost 
its naked form. Henry Georgo, tho chief 
apostle of this dootrine, makes little attompt 
to conooal this faot. Ho praotioally admits 
that tho single tax would moan oonfiacatlon, 
but ho justifies it on the ground that land 
was originally confiscated by private in- 
dividuals. In his judgmont tho single tax 
would onablo tho people simply to reclaim 
w hat bolongs to them. Nono of his fol- 
lowers protend that tho prosont ownora of 
land, no matter with what good faith they 
may have purchased it, aro entltlod to com- 
pensation. 

A tax on land valuea is moroly a oircuitoua 
dovico for robbing landowners of tho rent, 
actual or potontial, arising from tho uao of 
the Boil. Whother tho institution of tho 
private ownership of land bo juBt or not is 
beBido tho (lunation. Opinions on this 
point may diffsr. Hut tho faot remains 
that tho singlo tax theory proposes 
to confiaoite proprrty indirectly without 
compensating the owners for it. It is no 
answer to say that people havo no right to 
own land. As a matter of fact thoy do own 
it, and in tho great maj >rity of oises tho 
land represents the savings of years of toil. 
Tho singlo tax would appropriate these 
savings and bid the losers muko tho moat of 
it. Such a schomo of wholesale spoliation 
ia utterly indefensible in tho forum of 
morals. Better the inconio tax than tho 
singlo tax. Tho former is inquisitorial 
and odious — tho latter is revolutionary and 
anarchistic. 

It haa always boen a mystery to ub how 
men who aro honest in their ordinary deal 
inga cm advocate, and zealously advocato, 
an oconomio system that ia based on down 
right robbory. They appear to bo blind to 
tho truo nature of Henry George's thoory 



O WHERE AND O WHERE, ETC. 

It iB somewhat singular that nothing haa 
of lato boon hoard of Mr. Laiirior and tho 
other Liboral leaders. Evor sinco tho Gov 
eminent 'a dooisiou on the school quostion 
haa beon promulgated thoy havo boen aa 
mutoasmico. Mr. Laurier, they say, is ill. 
His illnosB seems to bo contagious, for his 
colloaguos and co-laborors oxhiblt tho samo 
Bymptoms. Thoy havo beon stricken with 
dumbnosa on tho Bchool question. 

1b It posalblo that thoy all approve the 
course which the Government havo taken 
and havo not either tho courago or tho mag- 
naminity to say so? Are they afraid to Bay 
what they think about tho Govornmont'a 
polioy '! Ib it tho old story of .Scylla on the 
one hand and Charybdia on tho other ? If 
they tako tho part of tho Manitoba minority 
aro thoy afraid that a Protoatant cry will be 
raised against thorn, and if thoy insist upon 
it that tho Manitobane muBt sottlo their own 
school disputo between themsolvoB without 
outaido interforcnoo, do they droad tho op 
position of thoso who sympathize with that 
minority ? Thero must bo some serious con- 
sideration that keeps thorn bo exceedingly 
q liet. 

Qlt is just possible that Mr. Laurior is try- 
ing vory hard to get rid of that trouble- 
soma " if " that has hitherto bothered him 
and amused hiB hearora whenover he dia- 
cuBBod the Manitoba school quostion. That 
" if " can bo mad ) to do duty no longer, and 
it ia moro than likely that tho Leader of tho 
Liberals seea the necosBity of getting it out 
of tho way and of putting something elao in 
its place. It waB bo vory useful in hia wost- 
ern campaign that it is hard to aoe how ho 
is to got along without it. Tbo Manitoba 
Bchool question ia now tho vory liraf to bo 
considered. It haa, for tho momont, thrown 
the tarilf into tho shade. Itmuat bo dealt 
with and that cloarly and definitely. Tho 
" if " Ib no longer a refugo. It is olcogothor 
too small a word to shelter so big a man aa 
Mr. Laurier. 

Tho Liberal politicians wero a littlo while 
ago moat impatient for the ( Jovornment to 
tako action on tho Manitoba Echool quen- 
tion. They reproached the Government for 
boing so alow and ao silent with respect to 
It. Hut thoir impatience has now disap- 
peared. Tho Government has taken its 
Btand and ohoaen ito course, and tho loaders 
of tho Opposition do not appear to havo a 
word to nay in tho way of approval or con- 
demnation, of criticism or of censure. How 
long aro thoy to remain ailent and inaotho ? 

We do not blamo them for being embar- 
rassed and for taking time to consider. Tho 
question is of vory groat importance, 
and thoir position ia one of moro than com- 
mon difficulty. It is to bo hoped that when 
they havo mado up thoir minda thoir deci- 
sion will show that thoy aro patriotic mon, 
and that tho welfare of their country is doarer 
to thorn than what may bo considered tho 
interests of thoir party. We hoard a good 
deal not long ago about tho Manitoba 
achool quostion boing non-political, wo Bhall 
boo beforo long how much sincerity thoro 
was in this languago. 



THE MANITOBA LEGISLATURE. 

The adjournment of tho Manitoba Legia 
laturo has givon rise to a good doal of talk, 
l'ooplo wondor what it moanB. Ib it a moro 
party manoeuvre or havo the legislators boen 
sent to thoir homes for six wooks that they 
miy havo an opportunity to considor caro- 
fully and dispassionately the very important 
mattor that has been submitted to them '.' 
Tho Hon. Mr. Creonway, tho leador of tho 
Government, after he had ropliod to a mem- 
ber who had asked a question as to tho 
authority that a Chicago newspaper had for 
what it said relativo to tho courao to bo pur- 
Buod by tho Government on tho achool ques- 
tion, said : 

ThiB will all'ord mo an opportunity to 



make, whilo on my feet, tho only official 
declaration that haa been mado, ub I under- 
stand it, in regard to thla matter. I boliove 
that it in duo tothogentlemenwho got notloo 
laat night of the intended adjournment to 
take plaoo to-morrow till the 9th of May. 
First of all, I may say, tho government does 
not sco any reusou whatever to chance Its 
position or ita opiniona in regard to 
tho ichool ayatom of thia province. 
(Applause. ) Tho recoipt of tho mceaago 
from His Honor tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, with a copy of tho remedial 
order mado by tho Governor-General In 
Council raieea constitutional queationa ex- 
ceeding in gravity and importance, to my 
mind, any constitutional question that has 
heretofore arisen in any legislative assembly 
in Canada since confederation. Thesoiiuoa- 
tions affect, not only tho Province of Mani- 
toba, but ovory province in tho Dominion. 
In view of thoBO facta tho Government has 
dooided to ask tho House to-morrow to ad- 
journ until tho Oh of May— tor six weoka— 
in ordor that umplo timo may ho given for 
full and deliberate consideration of tho 
whole mattor. 

Nothing oould bo moro senaiblo and in 
bettor sjaato than these remarks. Ib shows 
that tho leador of tho Manitoban Govern- 
ment does not receive tho doaiaion of tho 
Govornor-Gonoral in Council in tho spirit of 
bravado or violent antagonism, and that ho 
dooa not pander to Buch a Bpirit in hiB fol- 
lowers and supporters. It shows that ho is 
im pressed with tho importance and tho seri- 
ousness of tho question to bo deliberated 
upon, and that ho wishes it to bo dealt with, 
as far us possible, coolly and dispassion- 
ately. 



TWO UTTERANCES. 

During tho lato rejoicings in Germany in 
honor of Bismarck, tho Emperor preaentod 
tho vonorablo aoldior-statcsman with a 
Bword, delivering at tho same timo an od- 
dreBa which contained the following passage: 

Your Soreno Highness soos in the spirit 
behind this band tho whole army in battlo 
array who celebrate tho day with ub.

You seo engraved on tho aword tho arms of 
tho ReioliBland and your own. May you 
look upon this as a token of gratitude, of 
doeds recorded in history which wore 
brought to a conclusion twenty five years 
ago. 

Tho Emperor William's panegyric on 
cold iron is characteristic. It shows that 
tho martial spirit is still atrong in the young 
man. Tho worda wo havo italiciaed wore 
no doubt uttered with intont. Thoso who 
havo doaignB against tho integrity of tho 
German Empire may know now, if thoy did 
not know before, that tho Emperor, when ho 
coneidore that forco ie needed to put them 
down and keep thorn down, will not hesitate 
to uao tho " iron " which bo praieed so 
highly. His eulogy on the sward is in 
striking contrast with anothor utterance on 
tho sumo subject by the groatost Teacher of 
mon that over livod : " Put up again thy 
Bword," He Biiid on one oecaaion, " into hia 
place, for all thoy that tako tho Bword ahall 
poriah with tho sword."

Tho special mooting of the city council 
last night lasted not quite an hour, a 
chango from tho protracted sittings that

Schul'.z & Morphy again callod tho atton 
tion of tho council to a claim matlo on be 
half of Mlas M. Holmoa last yoar, for §2,500 
for damages sustained by hor by reason of 
a defective bidewalk on Fernwood road. 

Last yoar's stroot commlttoo had report- 
ed that tho city was not liablo, bub on 
motion of Aid. Partridge it waa conaidored 
best to Kgain refer tho mattor to tho Btroots 
committee to report. 

F G. Jordan wroto suggesting that the 
city should got a machine for testing tho 
Portland cement to bo used on tho new 
waterworks improvements. That a propor 
teU of cement should bo made met tho ap- 
proval of tho council. Tho lottor was laid 
on tho tablo. 

The desirability of having a legal advisor 
present at tho mootlngo of tho council waa 
brought up by Aid. Maomillan, who wanted 
aomo action takon on tho motion ho had in- 
troduced some weeks ago.

Part- 
rldgo wanted to know why tho legal 
adviser should not conduct city cases in 
court. Aid. Maomillan ropllod that ho be- 
lieved it would be more economical to mako 
a bargain for advico only, for if required to 
undertako tho conduct of caBoa in court a 
barrister would want a pretty high Balary to 
cover tho chances.

Street Paving Expenses— Rock Hay Bridge- 
Various Civic Works Authorized. 

Several matters of interest which came up 
at the meeting of the city council on Mon- 
day evening woro crowded out of tho report 
which appeared in thia paper yeBtorday 
morning, but will boar mentioning now : 

Tho electric light committoo reported 
that tho lino shaft has been satisfactorily 
placed by Hinton ct Penny, und addod :

CAPTAIN HUNTER'S TROUBLES- 

Ills Appeal In the Liquor Supplying Case Bis- 
mlased— Fined ror|Tradlng Without 
a License. 

Captain Jamea Hunter, of tho Bchooner 
Morse, will havo to pay tho lino of $200 im- 
posed on him laBt weok by Magistrate 
Maorao in tho provincial police court for 
Bupplying liquor to QuatBino Sound In- 
dians. The appeal came beforo Mr. Justice 
Drako in the Supremo court yesterday, 
whon tho ovidenco given in tho polico court 
was re-heard, Tho court suatainod the 
Magistrate's decision and dismissed tho ap- 
peal with ooBts. Mr. A. U. Smith appeared 
far tho crown, and Mr. F. B. Gregory for 
th« dafence. 

Captain Hunter was also unlucky in tho 
provincial court in tho aftornoon, whon he 
was found guilty by Magistrate Macrae of 
trading at (juatsino without a liconso. 

Whun the caso waB up laBt Friday Mr. 
Gregory for tho defence admitted that there 
was no trading liconso on tho Morao, and 
that Captain Hunter had traded with tho 
Indiana. At tho samo time ho contendod 
that as tho liconso act does not state that it 
applies to tho whole province, it does not 
apply to Quatsino ; furthermore tho Bchooner 
being at least 200 yards from shore when 
sho was ongageoj. in trading, tho Dominion 
jurisdiction only anil not the Provincial up- 
plied to her. 

These objections tho Magistrate over- 
ruled, un.l ho found Hunter guilty. A lino 
of $164, beaidea an ordor to pay tho f'JU 
liconeo fee, or threo months' imprisonment, 
waa tho penalty imposed. 

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL 

To thk Editor :— Whilst agrooing in 
general with what Mr. Ellis aayB in your 
Issue of March :il about tho folly of build- 
ing a now women's ward and of advising the 
ladies to uso thoir olforts to collect about 
sovon or ten thousand dollars for tho pur- 
pose, I, on tho other hand, bug to remark 
that thoro is plenty othor work which they 
would undertake with pleasure, viz , using 
thoir influenco and oxortinua for tho pro- 
posed maternity school. By the last report 
of tho investigating committee, published in 
March, the extension of tho education of 'ho 
nurses to maternity casta is recommended. 
To build thia maternity school, which will 
accommodate about forty or fifty maternity 
cases per annum, tho money is in hand, viz , 
tho bequest ol tho lato J. I). Pemborton, 
supplemented by his widow. Tho plana, 
too, havo beon mado and agreed to by Dra. 
Davie and Hanington, hy whom Mrs. Pom- 
berton wished tho plana to bo examined. It 
only remains, thoroforo, for tho board of 
managoment to give consent for Its con- 
struction. Tho ladies will uttond to tho 
rost. Ab to the expense of thia maternity 
school, 1 havo said over and over again it 
nood add very little to the expenditure of 
tho hospital. It merely means tho substitu- 
tion of threo boda in tho maternity hospital 
for threo othora from tho gonoral hospital. 
By judicious management and excluding 
" dead beats " this can bo very readily and 
usefully dona. 

As tho corporation haa now power to lovy 
a rate for health purposes, it thoroforo 
ought to, and will, provido at least for tho 
sick of tho oity, which Includos theso un- 
fortunate maternity cases, who are moro

THE CABLE PROJECT. 

Sir Charles Tapper Answers Hostile Argu- 
ments— Mr. Huddart'8 
Atlantic Line. 

(from the Canadian Gazette.) 

A curious Times telegram from 
Ottawa says:— "No information lias 
reached official circles of the reported 
arrangement between Mr. Huddart and 
the North German Lloyd for u fast At- 
lantic mail service." Inquiries at the 
offices of Mr. Huddart hero elicit tho in- 
formation that that gentleman knows 
nothing of such an arrangement nor of 
tho origin of such a report. The funda- 
mental idea with regard to tho proposed 
service has been that it should bo an 
"Imperial" ono, supplementing tho Can- 
adian Pacific Railway and the Canadian- 
Australian line of steamers, and that, 
aided by the Imperial Government, it 
should bu worked by means of British 
steamships, commanded by British 
officers, and available for British naval 
purposes. Any combination with a 
German company would obviously alter 
the character of the whole scheme by 
depriving it of this " Imperial" element. 

Tho epistolary duol between Sir 
Charles Tupper and Sir John Ponder, 
the chairman of the Eastern Telegraph 
Company, regarding the proposed Pacific 
cable is brought to a conclusion in a 
parliamentary paper just issued, and the 
statesman scores a complete series of 
palpable hits over the man of business. 
The first point at issue was whether the 
existing service was established solely 
by private enterprise. Sir Charles 
Tupper has elicited the fact that govern- 
ment sudsidies to the amount of two 
millions sterling have been received by 
Sir John Pender's companies. Sir John 
Pender naturally tights hard for the in- 
terests of his own rival company, but 
the truth is, of course, that a Pacific 
cable is only a matter of time. 

No one has any doubt of Canadian 
feeling on this question of the Pacific 
cable. Commercial Australia is even 
more vitally affected than commercial 
Canada, and this is what wo read in the 
Melbourne Leader:— 

Recent interruptions in tho cable ser- 
vice (between Australia and England), 
due to the breakdown in the land lines, 
will direct favorable attention to the al- 
ternative offered by the Pacific scheme. 
The tenders received in response to the 
invitation issued by Canada with the 
authority of the Ottawa convention, 
prove that the undertaking is regarded 
as (|tiite feasible. The dilliculties are 
wholly financial. The paltry jealousy 
which would lead the United States to 
refuse its sanction to the granting a sta- 
tion at Hawaii is an obstacle easily over- 
come, nor do the tenderers anticipate the 
need for any delay from the incomplete- 
ness of the marine surveys. 

What, is needod to put tho project 
through is tho Imperial initiative, and 
that we may hope soon to havo.

Mrs. Blaucho S. Leathers, who has 
lately been granted a master's liocuso, 
is the first woman to assume command 
of a steamer of such impurtanco as the 
Natchez, which runs between Now Or- 
leans and Vioksburg. Captain Fronch, 
tho only other woman who holds a cap- 
tain's license on tho Mississippi, corn-

mauds a show hoat that stops hero and 
there along the river for a night's per- 
formance. 

Ever since Mrs. Leathers was mar- 
ried. 14 years ago, her home has been 
ou tho great river, first on tho Laura 
Leo and afterward on the Natchez. 
While the latter was being built she 
accompanied her husband to tho dock- 
yard regularly until she knows every 
inch of tho craft, from pilothouse to 
keel. Shu knows every twist and turn 
and every landing of the river, and be- 
ing an ec inoiuioal helpmeet proposed 
that she turn her knowledge topractical 
account. Her husband, Captain Bowl- 
ing S. Leathers, during his enforced ab- 
sences from his boat was obliged to en- 
gage a temporary captain in order to 
cover tho law governing steamboats. 
Mrs. Leathers accordingly applied for 
and after passing a brilliant examina- 
tion obtained a master's lioense. She 
has charge of tho domostio affairs of tho 
steamer, doing all necessary shopping, 
looking after the linen and attending to 
tho servants. It is quite apparent that 
the feminine captain looks upon the 
masculine ono as her superior officer, 
for it is only in her husband's absence 
that tho lull responsibility falls upou 
tho young and handsome wife, who 
looks tho domestic woman to perfection, 
seen in her pretty rooms on tho boiler 
dock. These are arranged with all tho 
necessaries and comforts with which a 
cultured, homo loving woman would 
naturally surround herself. Broad plato 
glass windows, shaded by pretty draper- 
ies, pictures, books, a piano and dainty 
bits of needlework, tostify to tho lux- 
urious tastes of tho occupants. 

Mrs. Leathers is tho danghter of Mr. 
James S. Douglas, a Louisiana plan tor, 
and was educated under privato tutors, 
in a manner fitting a society leador and 
not a woman destined to assume duties 
requiring technical knowledge, concen- 
tration, cour*go and coolness in emer- 
gencies. But sho cares nothing for soci-- 
ety and thinks herself the happiest 
•woman aliva To quote her own words: 
"Our lives have been that of two 
dear companions — partnors, if you will, 
or comrades, rather. I know every de- 
tail of his business, because ho makes 
me his confidante, and I know, too, just 
how much money wo can afford to 
spend and when it is necessary to save. 
Wo havo no children, so I tell Captain 
Leathers that tho Natchez is my 'baby. ' 
Such a doar, groat, big baby. ' ' 

Mrs. Leathers represented Louisiana 
as commissioner to tho World's fair, be- 
ing alternate to Miss Katharine Minor.

The very pretty frame which tho il- 
lustration shows is extremely simple 
and easy to make, and as it is entirely 
composed of Easter lilies makes an ideal 
gift for that gladdest of all glad days. 
If you are at all expert with your brush 




and are nocustornod to painting flowers, 
you will find no difficulties in your way 

and may bo, sure that you will meet 
with perfect success. 

Select a circular cardboard frame and 
a sheet of pure wdiite water color paper. 
Then cover the frame neatly with white 
crepo paper, and when that is done 
mark on tho drawing paper two circlos 
thn exact size, one of tho opening and 
ono of the edge of the frame. 

Within the space so formed paint a 
Wreath of lilies like or similar to tho 
one given .and take care that you get 
all the color the leaves allow and all the 
lovely shading of tho flowers as well as 
their perfect form. 

When the painting is quite dry, lay 
it down upon a smooth board and fasten 
it securely in its place with four thumb 
tacks, ono m each corner. Then tako a 
very sharp knife ami cut the paper ou 
all t he hues of t he wreath. 

Lift it ui! with great care and paste 
it neatly into tho frame. 

The breadth should be bo arranged 

that petal- of the lilies extend hero and 
there over lie- line of the circle so as to 
avoid anything like a stiff line. Then 
when yon insert your photograph the 
soft curves of tho blossoms will curl 
about the face, and you will get the ef- 
fect of a head peeping Ihrough tho frame 
of lilies in place of such a hard lino as 
one usually sees.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS.

National Council of Wommi- 
In Imperlo. 

Tho procoodings of tho National Coun- 
cil of Women this yoar havo been of 
espooial importance. Tho newspapers of 
the country havo in most cases given to 
them rnoro space than they did to the 
proceedings of the United States con- 
gress on tho same days. Particularly to 
bo noted is tho council's change in the 
systom of transacting business. It was 
provided at this meeting that hence- 
forth tho council shall consist of two 
houHos, similar to tho American con- 
gress, tho French assembly and tho Brit- 
ish parliament. Tho ladies will have 
opportunity to improve on tho mistakes 
made in the arrangement of tho bodies 
above mentioned, and no doubt thoy 
will do so. It is gratifying indeed to boo 
that women are showing themselves ca- 
pable of comprehending and applying 
the rules of parliamentary usage in the 
most intelligent manner. I recall a time, 
not so long ago, when ono of the funny 
papers' standard jokoswas based on wo- 
man's attempt to conduct publio meet- 
ings. Twenty-two flourishiug organiza- 
tions wero represented at that grand 
council of women. Missionary socioties, 
tompuranco unions, various industrial 
organizations, the National American 
Woman Suffrage association, the Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Women and 
tho Woman's Republican association of 
tho Unitod Statos wero among those 
who sent delegates to tho meeting. It was 
tho second triennial "National Coun- 
cil of tho Women of the United States. ' ' 
May Wright Sewall founded it, and it 
is going on to glory. Some of the sub- 
jects treated wont down into tho heart 
of the gravest social and economic (iuos- 
tions of tho day. Ono vital subject I 
am glad they discussed was how to bring 
about equal pay for equal work. As I 
havo said so many timos, financial inde- 
pendence for our box is tho key to the 
whole woman question. It is more than 
all tho rost of the measures put together 
for tho emancipation of woman. That 
achieved, everything else will follow. 
Municipal government, too, is ono of 
tho subjocts discussed at tho council. 
Nothing is more certain than that the 
women of America must tako hold of 
municipal government and lift it out of 
tho mire. This is written in tho book of 
fato. Tho Now York San, a good friend 
to women, makes this geutlo critioisni 
on tho council: "Tho most unfortunato 
thing about it has boon that some of its 
speaking members havo splurged around 
too extravagantly and boastod too loud- 
ly. The leaders of advancing woman- 
hood should novor follow tho example 
of those wild men who indulge in bom- 
bast and exaggeration. " 

An unmarried woman in Chicago has aonb 
in a bid for cleaning tho streota of the 
Nineteenth ward of that city, and as sho ia 
a largo property owner and hor bid ia low 
sho will probably got tho oontraot. Tho 
ward named ia full of tenements where 
typhoid fovor lurka. Tho bidder haa atudi- 
ed the street-cleaning systems in Glasgow 
and Manchester, and believes that sho oan 
perform a public sorvlco by introducing now 
idoas.

He Tells Why His Party Holds Public 
Couniknce-Hint as to Victoria 
Paving. 

Captain JamoB Murray, of St. Catharines, 
for twonty-tivo consecutive years president 
of tho Lincoln, Ont. , Liboral-Consorvative 
Association, is at present occupying apart- 
ments at tho Driard, having, with Mtb. 
Murray, juat arrived hero from Mexico and 
California on their way homo. Tho present 
la tho Captain's first) viait to Victoria, and 
ho has so thoroughly enjoyed himself in tho 
oity that ho has twice oxtended hia atay. 
According to proaont arrangements, Captain 
and Mrs. Murray will start Eastward oy 
to-mcrrow'e Charmer. 

DiBoussiug tho political situation briefly, 
Captain Murray say'B that when he left home 
tho proBpoota of tho Liberal Conaorvative 
party all along the lino woro nevor brightor 
on tho eve of any genoral election in hia 
long experience. Though throe great loaderB 
of the people — Sir John A. Macdonald, Sir 
John Abbott and Sir John S. D. Thompson 
— bad beon removed by death, their party 
ut once furnished another statesman of 
marked ability to step Into thoir place, and 
ho felt that such would prove to bo tho caBO 
so long aB Canada's advancement con- 
tnued, is in tho past, ths watchword. 

" 1'ho Conservative party, you seo," said 
the Captain yesterday, " does not depond 
entirely on thoso who for tho time boing aro 
its chosen leaders. It is a party dovotod to 
tho upbuilding of tho Dominion on Bound 
and woll-defined business principloB, and 
though it misses tho mature judgment and 
wiao counsela of ita greut departed loadora, 
it has in its keepine principles that do not 
die. 

" Beaides, where can u inoro worthy head 
bo found than tho veteran now at tho helm 
of state-rSlr Mackorzio Diwell. Ho is 
faithful, honest, reliable and conscientious — 
a man, liko hia illustrious prodoeoesor, with- 
out fear and without reproach. 

" Coming as I do from tho contro of poli- 
tical activity, I can aay without any ' ifs ' or 
quantisations of any kind that the Conser- 
vative party of Canada uovor went to bat- 
tle with a front more poworful than it pre 
sonts to day. The contest will bo upon tho 
one well-dutormined trado issue, ami in the 
EiBt no one doubts for a moment what tho 
outcome will bo. 

" Tho results of tho policy adopted by tho 
Liberal-Conservative party were nevor more 
satisfactorily shown than now — at a poriod 
of genoral dopreaalon far-reaching and with- 
out parallol in many yeurB. The intelligent, 
thinking man — and ib is to him that the 
Liberal-Consorvativo party moBt confidently 
appeals— rocognizos that If Canada had not 
adopted her presont policy of common sense, 
tho coming ol 1 hard times ' would not have 
found her, as it has, hotter preparod to 
weather tho storm than her big neighbor to 
tho south or aoy other country that I know 
of. 

" I have no hesitation In saying that the 
general busineBS situation is better in 
Canada, and that Canadian privato and 
public credit is stronger, than is the case in 
any other American or any European coun- 
try to-day — and beoauso Canada haB a sound 
policy of national development and haB not 
been, liko tho United States, subject to the 
feverish desire for a change for change's 
sake. Of course we, too, have somo people 
who, if everything is not rose colored, 
shut their oyos to factB and clamor for a 
change. They don't study tho situation 
before them, or seok to ascertain what 
reaults to themaelvoa and their country tho 
change will produce. Fortunately the pro- 
portion of these thoughtless ones is not 
largo. 

" Of courso tho opponents of tho Liberal- 
Conservative party will graBp at tho Man! 
boba school dillijulty aB something which 
may aid them, hut I do not anticipate that 
this queatlon will play any very conspicuous 
part in tho conteat at hand. The govern 
mont haa done tho only thing that it could 
do — carry out the torma and meaning of the 
constitution as it exinta— nothing more and 
nothing leas." 

Speaking of Victoria, which la a very 
different city from tho one ho had pictured 
to himaolf us British Columbia's capital, 
Captain Murray haa nothing but praise for 
its solidity of appearance, its creditable 
j publio and privato buildings, ita lino park 
and its delightful suburban drives. The 
climato, too, naturally comes in lor its meed 
of praise, and the Captain is enthusiastic 
ovor the magnificent location of tho city and 
of this Island of Vancouvor. 

" Why look at tho coast lino," ho ob 
served. " No leas than 2,800 miles of deep 
water mainland shore lino— was thero ever 
anything to surpass that? I think not." 

" Of course ycur streets aro not aB I would 
liko to bco them — or no doubt as your citi 
zona would. But tho remedy Is provided. 
Having completed your sowers, street pav 
iug is an easy matter. I hoar that that is 
already being discussed, and I hope that 
when this important work ie taken in hand 
you will get tho best. Don't in any caae, 
go in for cedar blocks. That system is, to 
my mind, much worao than none at all. Tho 
blocks absorb all mannor of polBona, quickly 
become impregnated with liquid fith, and 
aro therefore unsanitary to a dogroe, und 
aftor a very short time offer an uneven Bur 
face that is highly objectionable. 

" With your climato asphalt shoulel bo tho 
pavement, for you havo no Bcvoro frosts to 
crack or raiHu it. dotting good materials, 
and oooing that tho proportions aro well do 
tormined and the aaphaltum properly used, 
you could got nothing hotter, and I'm suro 
asphalt pavements woulel givo your citizona 
ovory satisfaction." 

Captain Murray's opinion on this 'subject 
as woll as in matters political, carries 
weight, for ho is not only a veteran in publio 
alfairs, but is one of tho most prominent 
contractors in tho Dominion. Among tho 
many largo undertakings with which ho 
has been prominently identified wero tho 
building of tho now Wolland canal, tho 
groatosb artificial waterway of tho Dominion, 
and tho construction of tho Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway— Canada's greatest railway.
